crude oil production for the week 
ended February 28 avd other con- 
structive trade news. 

American Car & Foundry one 
of the outstanding featwres, soaring 
10 points to a reeord top at Lv) de- 
spite President Wooden's reiterstion 
that nu increase in the dividend was 
contemplated as aé_eresult of the 
stockholders’ approval today of a 
change in capitalization from 300.- 
000 shares of $100 par value tu 600.- 
000 shares of no par value. This com- 
pany, which owns a large block of 
American Locomotive stock, will 
benefit materially by the large cash 
distribution on the latter. 

American Locomotive  see-sawed 
within a range of four points during 
the day, establishing a record top 
at 144 1-4 for the present period, It 
closed at 143 3-8 for a net gain of 
nearly two points.

Men today insure property because 
the definite, tangible worth of prop- 
erty has long been realized and ap- 
preciated.

As a rule, 
the property is insured on somewhere 
near its real worth, but the man isn’t. 

The wisdom of taking an occasional 
inventory of the material property 
of the business is generally recog- 
nized. Similar inventories should be 
taken of the human property of the 
business. The services of the head 
of the business and of the important 
nanagers in it should be appraised and 
their lives should be inspred at some 
figure that will, in case of their death. 
bring to the business some adequate 
recompen‘e for their loss. 

The problem of insuring the man- 
power of a business as wel] as its 
physical assets is a problem that- is 
today receiving increased attention 
from financiers and bankers as wel! 
as from most up-to-date insurance 
men. ;
